■ B^^^*^HH^HllBfc^^H^H l>ottom rail and the ground. The pickets aro spaced as nearly 4 inches from center to center as 
^ ■..AjA ^^^^^^K^KSaJl^^^^M possible. 

The STANDARD WIDTH of GATES is 3>^ feet for single gates and 9 feet for double gates. 
The CAST-IRON POSTS vary in size from a 3)^-inch square base to a 14-inch scjuare base, 
and in height from 85'2 inches to 90 inches, according to the height of the fence. The 10-inch 
square posts are 88^4^ inches high. 

The UPPER RAIL or rails of the fence are channel iron and the bottom rail is angle iron, the 
size and weight of the rails varying according to size of pickets and height of fence. 

The PRICE of fencing includes the adjustable line posts and their underground bases, but 
does not include the gates, cast-iron end, gate or corner posts. These are extra. 

While all the illustrations show the same height of fencing, still, as before mentioned, these 
fences are made in eight heights and four sizes of pickets. In writing us regarding these fences, please refer to them by their pattern

GATES are measured in with the total length of fence and are charged extra, in addition to the price per foot of the fence selected 
for the width of the openings, owing to the extra labor on them and the extra material in their construction. This we consider a more 
equitable way of doing than to increase the price per foot to cover the cost of gates and posts, as the number desired varies greatly in the 
different orders for fence. All single gates are furnished with bronze hand knobs. . , , , , , 1 r ^ , 

POSTS are measured in with the fence the same as the gates are, and we determine the length of the panels after deducting the

CRATING The banners of archways and the projecting scrolls of ornamental entrance gates in some instances require crating to 
prevent injury *in transit. Where this is necessary, a charge of 5 per cent, is made. This is also the ustial charge when the customer re- 
quests his order boxed or crated. . , .

The PICKETS in all our fences are of round or square steel. Where picket heads are shown they are of malleable iron shrunk on 
the uprii:ht picket and cannot be removed. The pickets are all screwed into the bottom rail. 

PAINT. We use black linseed oil paint in all instances. Where other colors are desired an extra charge of three cents per foot is 

made, j^g^g^j^jj^^ alwavs stand on the outside of the fence facing the house or lot to be fenced, and give the distance from the end of 
the fence to the center of the first gate, and so on, then add together the different divisions and compare with the entire length for'verifi- 
cation of measurements. The standard width of single gates is Sy. ft., and of double gates 9 ft., and they will in all instances be so made 
unless o-ivon differently on the diagram. Be sure and indicate which way gates should swing. In single gates to match Patterns 18, 14, 
15, 118, 114, 115 and 116, it is impossible to make a 8-ft. gate, though in extreme cases a 4-ft. gate can be made. Time is saved in all in- 
stances by ordering regular sizes. - „ , , ^^r^ ^ ^ j ^ * ^v, u 
The only exception to these rules for estimating is in the case of the archways. Where archways are wanted the amount of the arch- 
way and gates should be according to the list and not measured in the line of the fence. 





The cut at the bottom of the pa^^^e shows the 
detailed construction of a square picket fence 
when made without the separate intermediate 
post. One piclvet is lengthened so as to enter the 
cast iron ground base and the panel fastened to 
this picket by a malleable clamp passing over the 
picket. A brace is fastened to this base and ex- 
tends about two-thirds the height of the picket.

The cut at the top of the page shows a section of 
AVrought Iron Fencing standing on the underground 
cast-iron bases. The stirrup-shaped bases are cast wide 
at the bottom and taper up to the ground line so that the 
frost will not heave them. 

The bases for the End, Corner and (Tate Posts are 
very heavy and solid, as shown to the right, while the 
bases for the Adjustable Line Posts are lighter and well 
proportioned to the resistance reciuired. 

The heavy posts are fastened to their bases by a 
large bolt passing down throngli their whole length and 
screwing into the top of the base. The adjustable post 
is fastened to its base by two bolts at the ground line, as 
shown to the left. By tliese bolts a perfect adjustment 
is easilv made.

PICKET HEADS. 

Pattern No. o is in sizes to fit ^, A, and ^-inch round pickets. 

Pattern No. i is in sizes to fit ^, iV, >^ and ^-inch round pickets, and A, ^ and ^-inch square pickets. 
Pattern No. 4 is in sizes to fit Vs, iV, J^, ^, ^ and i-inch round pickets, and iV, ^ and ^-inch square pickets. 
Pattern No. 5 is in sizes to fit ^, tV, j4 and ^-inch round pickets. 

Pattern No. 6 is in sizes to fit S/q and ^-inch round pickets, and j4y ^ and ^-inch square pickets. 
The No. 6 Picket Head has the I. H. S. in the center of the cross, making it very appropriate for church and cemetery 
work.

These ornaments or rosettes are of cast iron and are firmly fastened to the pickets by rivets passing through both the 
rosettes and pickets. They are best adapted for use with the style of picket heads with which they are shown in the various 
cuts of fences.

XHH PRICKS and weights given include line posts with foundations setting deep 
into the ground every seven feet the entire length of the fence, iron braces, rail connections, 
bolts, and one coat of black paint. The cast posts for the ends of the fence and gates and the 
gates being charged extra. 

OAXHS are measured in with the total length of fence and are charged extra, in addi- 
tion to the price per foot of the fence selected for the width of the openings, owing to the extra 
labor on them and the extra material in their construction. This we consider a more equitable 
way of doing than to increase the price per foot to cover the cost of gates and posts, as the 
number desired varies greatly in the different orders for fence. All single gates are furnished 
with bronze hand knobs. 

POSXS are measured in with the fence the same as the gates are, and we determine the 
length of the panels after deducting the width of the posts. 

CRAXI^O. The banners of archways and the projecting scrolls of ornamental 
entrance gates in some instances require crating to prevent injury in transit. Where this is 
necessary, a charge of 5 per cent, is made. This is also the usual charge when the customer 
requests his order boxed or crated. 

The PICKEXS in all our fences are of round iron and are four inches from center to 
center. Where picket heads are shown they are of malleable iron shrunk on the upright picket 
and cannot be removed. The pickets are all screwed into the bottom rail. 

The RAILrS. The top and middle rails in all fences where 7-16 and % pickets are 
used are of 1 M x 9-16 channel steel. The bottom rails being of 1)4 x Ij^ angle steel. For % 
pickets 1% i^^ch angle and channel steel is used. 

PAINX. We use black linseed oil paint in all instances. Where other colors are de- 
sired an extra charge of three cents per foot is made. 

11^ HSXIIW[ AXING the cost of a job the whole frontage must be measured from out- 
side to outside, and figured at the price per foot of the fence desired, and to this added the 
price of the cast posts required for end and gate posts, together with $4.00 extra for single 
and $8.00 for double gates. For instance, according to the diagram below the fence would be 
figured as follows:

IT^ MEASURING always stand on the outside of the fence facing the house or lot 
to be fenced, and give the distance from the end of the fence to the center of the first gate, and 
so on, then add together the different divisions and compare with the entire length for verifica- 
tion of measurements. The standard width of single gates is ft., and of double gates 9 ft., 
and they will in all instances be so made unless given differently on the diagram. Be sure and 
indicate which way gates should swing. In single gates, to match Patterns 13, 14, 15, 113, 
114, 115 and 116, it is impossible to make a 3 ft. gate, though in extreme cases a 4 ft. gate can 
be made. Time is saved in all instances by ordering regular sizes. 

The only exception to these rules for estimating is in the case of the archways. Where 
archways are wanted the amount of the archway and gates should be according to the list and 
not measured in the line of fence.

The proper distance apart for line posts is found by dividing- the distance 
between end or gate posts into as many parts as there are sections of fence 
in that run. Dig* holes about 2 feet long* and 1 foot wide. If fence is to be 
level dig- all holes to an even depth ; if, however, there is a g-rade, let the 
depth of hole vary with the g-rade. 

The holes being- dug-, now attach cast posts to their foundations by the 
post rod, the line posts to their foundations so that line post is vertical when 
the bottom of foundation is level. Now place the posts in the holes and 
select the panels which are designed to go together and which can be easily 
recognized by the number on small tin tag. 

In end panels, or those that enter the cast posts, the lower rail will be 
found to be a little longer. This extra length is to enter the slot cut for it 
in the base of post. The post must be so placed that the flat side of the 
bottom rail is on the outside or front of fence. Having selected the proper 
panels put them in place and connect them to posts by means of the bolts 
furnished. 

In setting fence do not jam sections close together, that is, too tight to 
the line posts, as there is a space and slot at each end of panel and in the 
line post clamp, to allow for contraction and expansion. 

When fence is all in position, but holes not entirely filled in, stretch a 
chalk line from end post to end post and line up fence accordingly. 

Any slight variation in length of fence can easily be remedied by loosen- 
ing the bolt, and taking up or letting out the panels as held in small 
brackets on end and line posts. 

A slight variation in width of gate opening can be remedied by loosen- 
ing the upper part of the post and allowing it to slide either way on the 
foundation plate. 

The fence is easily lined up straight and perpendicular by means of the 
bolt and slot at the base of the brace rod.
